PUBLIC  WELFARE  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  - JANUARY  1947 


Public  Assistance ; The  consistent  Increase  In  assistance  case  loads  and  obligations  in- 
curred under  all  programs  evident  since  August  1946  continued  In  January  1947..  Average 
payments  also  increased.  The  state  average  old-age  assistance  payment  was  $16.38  in 
January  1947  as  compared  to  $13.74  in  January  1946,  the  average  aid  to  dependent  chil- 
dren payment  was  $33.37  in  January  1947  as  compared  to  $27.23  in  January  1946,  and  the 
average  general  assistance  payment  was  $13.74  in  January  1947  and  $11.81  in  January 
1946. 

The  increase  in  grants  is  not  indicative  of  any  real  increase  in  helping  clients 
to  meet  their  needs.  While  grants  have  slowly  increased,  cost  of  living  has  increased 
at  a faster  pace.  Grants  were  inadequate  In  January  1946  and  grants  are  inadequate  In 
January  1947.  Sixty-six  of  North  Carollna!s  100  counties  still  pay  less  than  the  state 
average  old-age  assistance  grants  57  pay  less  than  the  state  average  aid  to  dependent 
children  grant ; and  73  pay  less  than  the  state  average  general  assistance  grant.  Only 
one  state,  Georgia,  pays  a lower  average  old-age  assistance  grant.  Four  states  pay 
lower  avezage  aid  to  dependent  children  grants,  and  three  states  pay  lower  average  general 
assistance  grants. 

Service;  An  Increase  of  12  per  cent  In  January  over  December  in  the  number  of  direct 
services  given  to  persons  in  the  community  by  the  100  county  departments  of  public  wel- 
fare was  observed  in  the  28,518  services  in  January.  All  types  of  services  increased. 

(See  table  2.)  In  January  902  cases  were  certified  as  medically  indigent  under  the 
Medical  Care  Commission's  plan.  There  were  1,578  child  labor  certificates  issued. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services;  At  the  end  of  January  there  were 
902  persons  in  92  county  Jails  reporting,  2,027  persons  in  62  county  homes,  234  per- 
sons In  22  workhouses,  county  prison  farms,  etc.,  and  19  children  In  detention  quarters. 

Theie  figures  represented  an  Increase  in  the  number  of  persons  in  these  places  In

December.  There  were  16,980  persons  In  training  schools,  state  hospitals,  sanatoria, 
the  confederate  women's  home,  and  the  state  highway  prison  camps  at  the  end  of  January.

With  the  exception  of  decreases  In  June  and  December  the  number  of  children 
receiving  services  from  county  departments  of  public  welfare  increased  from  month 
to  month  during  1946.  The  increase  is  continuing  in  1947.  The  decrease  noted  in 
December  was  undoubtedly  due  to  the  increased  emphasis  on  raising  public  assistance 
which  sharply  reduced  the  amount  of  staff  time  available  for  special  services.

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PUBLIC  WELFARE  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  - FEBRUARY  1947 


Public  Assistances  A general  increase  in  old-age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent 
children  cases  and  payments  was  evident  in  February  over  January.  Accompanying 
the  increase  was  a rise  in  old-age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children 
grants.  A total  of  90  counties  increased  their  average  old-age  assistance 
grants  and  75  counties  increased  their  aid  to  dependent  children  grants  in 
February  over  January.  The  state  average  old-age  assistance  grant  for 
February  was  $17.58  and  the  state  average  aid  to  dependent  children  grant 
was  $34.46. 

There  was  slight  decrease  in  the  general  assistance  case  load  and 
average  payments „ The  state  average  payment  decreased  from  $13 .74  in 
January  to  $13.32  in  February. 

Service ; In  February  26,286  services  were  rendered  by  county  departments 
of  public  welfare  to  persons  in  North  Carolina.  The  types  of  services  given 
were  usually  services  to  children,  medical  and  health  care  services,  family 
adjustment  services,  adult  parole  supervision,  and  other  general  services. 

There  were  901  cases  certified  for  hospitalization  in  February  as  medically 
indigent . 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services s In  February  there  were 
870  persons  in  94  county  jails  reporting,  2,072  persons  in  the  62  county 
homes,  249  persons  in  workhouses,  county  prison  farms,  etc.,  and  12  chil- 
dren in  detention  homes.  The  total  population  of  the  3 state  hospitals 
and  Caswell  Training  School  was  8,46l  and  there  were  827  children  in  the 


5 training  schools.

The  loss  of  or  6 decrease  in  earnings  or  because  of  the  loss  of  a wage  earner  are  the 
principal  reasons  for  needy  families  receiving  aid  to  dependent  children  grants.  This  loss  is 
due  sometimes  to  illness  or  disablement  and  sometimes  to  a lay-off  or  discharge.  The  loss  of 
a wag©  earner  is  usually  due  to  death,  sometimes  to  continued  absence.  Other  changes  in 
economic  circumstances  which  occur  in  about  one -fourth  of  all  cases  are  discontinuance  of 
service  » connected  income , discontinuance  of  unemployment  benefits „ depletion  of  savings 
or  other  resources , loss  or  decrease  of  contributions  from  relatives  and"  other.

Public  Assistances  There  was  a general  Increase  In  all  public  assistance  programs  as  to 
case  load  obligations  Incurred  and  average  payments  In  March.  Interesting  to  note  Is  the 
fact  that  In  March  1947  North  Carolina  was  paying  45.5  P«*  cent  more  t0  lts  aged,  45.5 
per  cent  more  to  its  children  under  18  years  of  age,  and  41.7  per  cent  more  to  its  general 
assistance  cases  than  it  was  In  March  1946.  Despite  the  general  increase  in  obligations 
incurred,  in  January  1947  North  Carolina  ranked  47th  among  states  in  old-age  assistance 
payments,  44th  in  aid  to  dependent  children  payments,  and  45th  in  general  assistance 
payments . 

Service;  In  March  1947  there  was  an  increase  of  8.8  per  cent  over  February  in  the  num- 
ber of  services  rendered  to  persons  in  the  community  by  county  departments  of  public 
welfare.  The  28,595  services  were  largely  services  to  individual  children,  medical  and 
health  care  services,  general  services,  family  adjustment  services,  and  adult  parole 
supervision.  There  were  l,6l8  child  labor  certificates  issued. 

Division  of  institutional  and  Protective  Services ; At  the  end  of  March  there  were  17 , 110 
persons  in  state  hospitals,  sanatoria,  training  schools,  and  prison  camps.  There  were 
872  persons  in  93  county  Jails  reporting  for  the  month  of  March,  2,046  persons  in  62 
county  homes,  and  244  persons  in  20  workhouses,  county  prison  farms,  etc.  Fifteen 


children  were  in  detention  quarters  at  the  end  of  March.

PERSONNEL  IN  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAMS  - JANUARY-JUNE  1946  1/ 

Since  December  1942  most  of  the  states  have  been  participating  in  a semiannual  personnel  re- 
port to  the  Social  Security  Administration  on  public  assistance  personnel o A recent  analysis  of 
data  available  in  state  and  local  agencies  for  January -June  1946  reveals  that  s 

!■  About  43,400  persons  2/  were  employed  in  state  and  local  public  assistance  agencies  in 
June  1946,  a larger  number  than  at  any  time  in  the  3 years  ended  that  month. 

2„  Personnel  were  employed  in  greater  numbers  than  in  any  s ix -months  1 period  during  the  last 
3 years  by  the  42  agencies  reporting  for  all  periods. 

3»  In  the  51  agencies  reporting  for  this  period,  the  number  of  accessions  was  25  per  cent 
greater  than  the  number  of  separations . 

40  Despite  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  positions  in  most  agencies,  the  estimated  num- 
ber of  vacancies  for  the  country  as  a whole  declined  by  about  200  to  a total  of  3,400. 

Primary  reasons  for  increases  in  staffs  were  the  rise  in  case  loads  and  the  need  to  strengthen 
agency  staffs  that  had  been  weakened  in  both  number  and  quality  during  the  war.  Provisional,  tem- 
porary, and  emergency  appointees  numbered  about  5,300  in  June,  an  increase  of  400  since  December 
19^5 » Turnover  among  such  employees  was  considerably  higher  than  among  other  employees.  Public 
assistance  agencies  had  3,400  vacancies  in  June  1946  representing  a rate  of  7.2  per  100  positions. 

In  North  Carolina  in  June  1946  there  were  690  persons  employed  in  the  state  office  and  in 
local  departments  of  public  welfare.  This  number  represented  an  increase  of  2,1  per  cent  over 
December  1945.  Of  the  690  employees  90,7  were  in  county  offices  and  9.3  in  the  state  office. 

The  number  of  vacancies  per  100  positions  was  8.4  for  North  Carolina,  most  of  the  vacancies 
being  for  social  work  positions  rather  than  clerical  positions.  During  January-June  1946 
there  were  146  accessions  and  132  separations  from  North  Carolina  agencies.

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PUBLIC  WELFARE  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  - APRIL  1947 


Public  Assistance;  Old-age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children  case  loads 
and  obligations  incurred  continued  the  upward  trend  in  April  which  has  been  ev- 
ident since  August  of  last  year.  General  assistance  loads  and  obligations  in- 
curred decreased  in  April  as  they  characteristically  do  when  summer  approaches 
and  gardens  begin  to  come  in  and  seasonal  employment  increases.  Despite  de- 
creased obligations  far  general  assistance,  the  average  payment  under  this  pro- 
gram increased  substantially  as  did  the  average  payments  under  the  old-age  as- 
sistance and  aid  to  dependent  children  programs.  In  the  month  of  April  average 
payments  were  $17.87  for  old-age  assistance,  $34.98  for  aid  to  dependent  chil- 
dren, and  $14.20  for  general  assistance. 

Services  In  April  a total  of  26,585  services  were  rendered  by  county  depart- 
ments of  public  welfare.  Many  of  these  special  services  were  to  persons  who 
were  not  receiving  financial  assistance  from  welfare  departments  but  who  were 
helped  through  service.  Medical  and  health  care  services  and  services  to 
individual  children  were  predominant  among  the  types  of  services  received. 

There  were  879  persons  certified  as  medically  indigent  under  the  Medical 
Care  Commission's  plan. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services;  There  were  7.H3  persons 
entering  county  jails  in  April.  Of  these  43  were  children  under  16  years  of 


age,  31  of  which  were  held  contrary  to  state  law. 


JUVENILE  DELINQUENCY  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA,  1946 


Periodic  studies  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  Dr,  Wiley 
Sanders  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  have  given  North  Carolina  a contin- 
uous record  of  all  official  records  of  Juvenile  court  cases  for  the  past  twenty- 
five  years.  In  January  1946  county  departments  of  public  welfare  assumed  full 
responsibility  for  reporting  monthly  to  the  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare  on  the 
number  of  official  cases  disposed  of  in  juvenile  court  hearings.  Table  14  of 
Public  Welfare  Statistics  gives  these  data  monthly. 

While  these  data  have  been  valuable  in  indicating  trends  in  juvenile  de- 
linquency in  the  State,  it  is  recognized  that  many  delinquencies  are  handled 
out  of  the  court  as  "unofficial  hearings."  Many  factors  affect  the  comparabil- 
ity of  juvenile  court  statistics  between  states  and  even  counties.  Some  inter- 
esting data  from  an  analysis  of  all  cases  which  had  official  hearings  in  the 
juvenile  court  and  which  were  disposed  of  during  the  calendar  year  1946  are 
the  followings 

3 ,553  cases  had  official  hearing  and  were  disposed  of  during  1946 

2,418  of  these  cases  were  delinquency  cases 

700  of  these  cases  were  cases  of  dependency  and  neglect 

435  of  these  cases  were  special  proceedings 

Of  the  2,4l8  delinquency  cases  81.6  per  cent  were  boys  and  l8„4  per  cent 
were  girls.  The  median  age  of  children  appearing  before  the  court  for  delin- 
quency  was  14  years.  The  disposition  of  delinquency  cases  was  usually  placing 
the  child  under  the  supervision  of  the  probation  worker  - 46.6  per  cent  of 
the  2,4l8  cases.  Other  dispositions  frequently  made  were  placing  child  in 
public  institution  for  delinquent  children,  holding  case  open  without  further 


action,  and  dismissing  the  case.

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PUBLIC  WELFARE  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  - MAY  194? 


Public  Assistances  Case  loads  and  payments  under  the  old-age  assistance  and  aid  to 
dependent  children  programs  continued  to  increase  as  they  have  been  doing  for  the 
last  year.  Despite  the  rising  case  load  requiring  greater  obligations  Incurred, 
average  payments  have  also  increased.  The  average  old-age  assistance  payment  of 
$17o95  in  toy  was  an  increase  from  the  payment  of  $13 .82  a year  ago  (May  1946) „ 
Similarly,  the  average  aid  to  dependent  children  payment  of  $35  this  month  may 
be  contrasted  with  $28.02  in  May  1946.  This  steady  approach  toward  a more  adequate 
assistance  grant  at  a minimum  level  necessary  for  decency  and  health  has  been  made 
possible  by  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  county  departments  of  public  welfare.  For 
example,  in  May  58  of  the  100  counties  increased  their  average  old-age  assistance 
payment  over  the  preceding  month  and  54  counties  increased  their  average  aid  to 
dependent  children  payment. 

General  assistance  payments , which  are  financed  solely  from  county  funds , 
present  a more  sporadic  picture.  In  May  the  case  load  and  obligations  incurred 
decreased  over  April.  The  average  general  assistance  payment  which  had  been  in- 
creasing since  April  1946  decreased.  In  May  1947  it  was  $14.11.  Despite  the  de- 
crease a total  of  44  counties  managed  to  raise  their  average  general  assistance 
payment  in  May  over  April. 

Service  g An  increase  of  almost  3 ,000  services  was  noted  in  lay  154?  over  the  pre- 
ceding month.  This  increase  was  largely  in  service  cases  which  were  not  receiving 
financial  assistance.  Services  to  individual  children  made  up  46.7  per  cent  of 
all  services  of  this  nature.  (See  table  2 for  types  of  services  rendered.)  The 
county  departments  of  public  welfare  issued  2,413  child  labor  certificates  in  May. 
Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services;  At  the  end  of  May  95  county 
Jails  reported  1,142  inmates,  62  county  homes  reported  2,025  persons,  and  20  work- 
houses  and  county  prison  farms  reported  232  persons.  There  were  12  children  in 
detention  quarters  at  the  end  of  May.  A total  of  17,433  persons  were  in  training 
schools,  state  hospitals,  sanatoria,  confederate  women's  home,  farm  colony  for 


women,  and  highway  prison  camps. 
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CASES  CLOSED  FOR  OLD-AGE  ASSISTANCE  AND  AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN,  JULY -DECEMBER  1946  1/ 

The  fundamental  purpose  of  old-age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children  payments  is  to  help 
meet  economic  need.  The  reasons  for  closing  cases  receiving  such  payments,  therefore,  are  analyzed  in 
terras  of  changes  occurring  in  economic  need0  In  instances  of  ineligibility  for  assistance  caused  by 
changes  in  economic  need  and  technical  reasons,  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  change  in  economic  need. 

A comparison  of  thirteen  southern  states  2/  and  the  United  States  shows  that  death  is  respon- 
sible for  the  majority  of  old-age  assistance  cases  being  closed.  This  is  to  be  expected  since  this 
type  of  assistance  is  for  the  needy  aged  who  must  be  at  least  65  years  of  age.  (The  average  age  of 
old-age  recipients  in  North  Carolina  is  75,  3/)  From  55. 1 to  82 per  cent  of  all  cases  closed  in 

the  thirteen  southern  states  and  the  United  States  during  the  period  July-Deeember  1946  were  closed 
for  this  reason. 

Other  reasons  for  closings  were  almost  equally  divided  between  change  in  economic  need  and  no 
change  in  economic  need.  Conditions  under  which  the  aged  no  longer  continued  to  receive  assistance 
although  they  had  had  no  change  in  economic  circumstance  were  admittance  to  an  institution  or  re- 
ceipt of  other  public  or  private  aid.  The  primary  reason  for  change  in  economic  circumstances  was 
the  employment  or  increased  earnings  of  the  recipient  or  other  person  in  the  home.  In  North  Carolina 
41.6  per  cent  of  cases  closed  because  of  economic  change  were  due  to  this  reason j in  the  United  States 
as  a whole  37,0  per  cent  were  due  to  this  reason.  Also  of  Importance  was  an  increase  in  other  re- 
sources of  a person  in  the  home  which  accounted  for  22,8  per  oent  in  North  Carolina  and  37.2  per  cent 
in  the  United  States  of  all  cases  closed  because  of  economic  change. 

Material  change  in  economic  circumstances  was  largely  responsible  for  causing  aid  to  dependent 
children  cases  to  be  closed.  In  North  Carolina  6l»9  per  cent  of  all  aid  to  dependent  children  clos- 
ings were  for  this  reason  and  in  the  United  States  62.8  per  cent. 

An  analysis  of  the  reasons  for  the  material  change  in  economic  circumstances  shows  that  employ- 

/ 

ment  or  increased  earnings  was  the  most  frequent  cause.  Other  factors  were  an  increase  in  other 
resources  of  a person  in  the  home,  support  by  remarriage  of  parent,  increased  support  from  person  out- 
side of  home,  etc.  See  cover  chart  on  reasons  for  closing  old-age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent 
children  cases.

Public  Assistances  Old-age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children  case  loads  and  obli- 
gations incurred  continued  their  steady  increase  in  June,  Upward  trends  were  first 
noticed  in  August  1946,  The  old-age  assistance  case  load  which  was  32,916  in  June  1946 
was  38»607  in  June  1947 « Despite  this  increase  to  the  case  load,  the  average  payment  re- 
ceived under  this  program  increased  from  $13,94  to  June  a year  ago  to  $18,05  in  June  1947 o 
In  similar  manner,  the  aid  to  dependent  children  ease  load  of  6,432  in  June  1946  increased 
to  7,684  to  June  1947  and  the  average  payment  t©  families  increased  from  $28,03  to  $35«44. 
As  of  March  1947,  however.  North  Ganelina  ranked  only  44th  among  states  to  the  average  old- 
age  assistance  payment  and  45th  to  the  average  aid  to  dependent  children  grant. 

The  general  assistance  case  load  and  obligations  incurred  decreased  in  June  as  they 
characteristically  do  in  late  spring  and  summer.  The  average  general  assistance  grant 
which  was  $11,93  to  June  1946  was  $13,50  to  June  of  this  year.  In  March  194?  North 
Carolina  ranked  45th  among  states  to  the  average  general  assistance  payments. 

Service  s There  was  an  increase  of  10  per  cent  to  the  number  of  services  rendered  to  clients 
and  the  community  by  county  departments  of  public  welfare  to  June  over  May , A total  of 
3,553  child  labor  certificates  were  issued  in  June,  0ert!f3ei  by  the  departments  of  public 
welfare  as  medically  indigent  were  872  persons.  Other  specific  services  received  were 
service  to  Individual  children,  medical  and.  health  car®  service,  adult  parole  supervision, 
family  adjustment  services,  and  other  general  services. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services  8 At  the  end  of  June  there  were  935 
persons  In  97  county  jails,  2,003  persons  in  62  eousaty  homes,  241  persons  in  workhouses, 
county  prison  farms,  etCo,  and  12  children  in  detention  quarters.  During  the  month  18 
children  under  16  years  of  age  were  held  to  county  Jails  contrary  to  the  state  law.

Why  the  aged  and  children  under  18  years  of  age  are  receiving  public  assistance  is  a question 
often  asked  in  these  prosperous  times  „ Data  on  reasons  for  opening  public  assistance  cases  show  that 
need  is  usually  caused  by  an  adverse  change  in  economic  circumstances,,  For  the  United  States  as  a 
whole „ during  October-Deeember  194-6 „ almost  one-fourth  of  all  cases  were  awarded  assistance  payments 
because  the  recipient  or  chief  wage  earner  suffered  a loss  of  employment  or  had  decreased  earnings 
caused  by  illness  ©r  disablement.

PUBLIC  WELFARE  331  NORTH  CAROLINA  - JULY  1947 


Public  Assistances  After  many  years  of  trailing  near  the  bottom  In  average  old-age  assistance 
and  aid  to  dependent  children  grants,,  North  Carolina  has  succeeded  In  raising  her  average  grants 
to  42nd  among  all  states  for  ©id-ag®  assistance  and  3 6th  for  aid  to  dependent  children  In  June 
1947.  This  increase  which  means  that  minimum  need  of  the  aged  and  children  can  be  more  nearly 
met  is  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  county  departments  of  public  welfare  in  raising  their  pay- 
ments despite  constantly  increasing  case  loads . In  July  1947  52  counties  raised  their  average 
old-age  assistance  grants  and  55  counties  raised  their  average  aid  to  dependent  children  grants 
over  the  June  average,,  Although  the  average  general  assistance  grant  fell  from  $13*50  in  June 
to  $12*86  in  July*  46  counties  succeeded  in  increasing  their  average  payments  in  July  over  June. 

Service  s A total  of  29,, 5? 3 services  were  rendered  to  persons  in  the  community  by  the  100  county 
departments  ©f  public  welfare  in  July*  The  majority  of  these  services  were  given  to  persons  who 
were  not  receiving  financial  assistance*  A total  of  2*275  child  labor  certificates  were  issued 
and  999  eases  were  certified  as  medically  indigent  under  the, Medical  Care  Commission’s  plan. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  ‘Services  8 At  the  end  of  July  1947  there  were  18*179 
persons  in  state  hospitals*  training  schools*  sanatoria*  orthopedic  hospital*  confederate 
women 8 s home*  and.  state  highway  prison  camps.  This  number  represents  an  Increase  in  cases  of 
5*3  per  cent  over  June  1947.  In  93  county  Jails  reporting  there  were  935  persons  at  the.  end 
of  the  month*  In  62  county  homes  there  were  2*008  persons  and  in  23  workhouses,  county  prison 
farms*  etc.  there  were  254  persons  at  the  the  end  of  the  month. 

Division  of  Psychiatric  and  Psychological  Services s Table  18  shows  that  seventy -five  counties 
received  service  through  the  Division  of  Psychiatric  and  Psychological  Services  for  the  year 
1946-47*  A total  of  75©  examinations  were  given*  This  total  is  slighty  larger  than  the  totals 
for  each  of  the  two  preceding  bienniums  * thus*  representing  a marked  increase  in  service  being 
given.  This  increase  has  been  made  possible  by  the  establishment  of  "Centers"  in  seventeen  of 
the  counties*  By  servicing  several  counties  theough  each  "Center*"  it  has  been  possible  to 
furnish  examinations  for  many  more  cases  in  a given  period  of  time  than  formerly  when  each 
county  was  usually  visited  separately*  It  Is  felt  that  need  for  the  service  Is  sufficiently 
great  to  warrant  further  increases  In  the  future* 

Eugenics  Boards  During  the  period  from  the  passage  of  sterilization  legislation  in  North 
Carolina  in  1929  until  June  30*  1947*  there  have  been  2*190  sterilization  operations  au- 
thorized* of  which  922  were  non -institutional  cases  and  1*268  were  institutional  cases. 

Of  the  2*190  operations  authorized*  only  1*891  were  performed*  754  on  non-institutional 
cases  and  1*137  on  institutional  cases*  The  average  number  of  operations  performed  dur- 
ing these  years  has  been  105  cases  per  year*  or  42  non -institutional  cases  yearly  and  63 
Institutional  eases  yearly.  Evidently  count! ©s  are  not  reaching  all  cases  in  need  of 
sterilization  because  in  the  18  year  period  there  have  been  18  counties  which  have  not 
had  any  operations  performed*  (S<s@  table  19. J

C1945-46J  D 187  were  new  cases  received  during  the  year,,  and  15  were  cases  reopened  during  the  year#

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PUBLIC  WELFARE  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  - AUGUST  1947 


Assistance  i Case  loads  Linder  the  old-age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children 
programs  continued  to  increase  In  August  over  July,  a monthly  increase  evident  since  April 
1946  for  old-age  assistance  and  August  1946  for  aid  to  dependent  children.  Obligations 
incurred  also  Increased  as  they  have  been  doing  monthly  ever  since  case  loads  began  to 
rise;  however , in  August  the  aid  to  dependent  children  case  load  increased  at  a greater 
rate  than  the  obligations  incurred  causing  the  aid  to  dependent  children  grant  to  decline 
from  $25*63  in  July  to  $35«39  in  August.  The  old-age  assistance  average  grant  only  in- 
creased 10  - from  $18.08  in  July  to  $18.09  In  August.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  with 
increasing  case  loads  and  limited  money  the  average  grants  have  now  reached  their  zenith 
under  present  appropriations „ 

The  general  assistance  case  load  and  obligations  incurred  declined  but  the  average 
grant  showed  a considerable  increase  from  $12.86  in  July  to  $13.19  in  August  1947. 

Service ; There  was  an  Increase  in  the  number  of  services  rendered  by  county  welfare  de- 
partments In  August  over  July.  In  August  the  3 0,301  services  rendered  were  services  to 
individual  children,  medical  and  health  care  services,  family  adjustment  services,  adult 
parole  supervision,  and  other.  A total  of  2,265  child  labor  certificates  were  issued  and 
912  cases  were  certified  as  medically  Indigent  under  the  Medical  Care  Commission's  plan. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services;  During  August  a total  of  8,101  persons 
entered  county  Jails.  Of  this  number  127  were  classified  as  mental  cases.  Thirty-six 
were  children  under  16  years  of  age.  On  the  last  day  of  August  there  were  1,097  persons 
remaining  in  the  county  Jails,  259  in  workhouses,  county  prison  farms,  etc.,  and  15  chil- 
dren in  detention  quarters,  A total  of  2,018  persons  were  in  county  homes  at  the  end.  of 


August .

On  December  31.  1 946,  there  were  212,689  children  in  the  United  States  receiving  service 
from  public  welfare  agencies.  Of  these,  6,003  were  receiving  service  from  North  Carolina  county 
departments  of  public  welfare.  Almost  one-half  of  the  North  Carolina  children  were  living  in 
the  homes  of  parents  or  other  relatives.  Others  were  in  foster-family  homes,  institutions,  and 
elsewhere.  The  table  below  shows  the  living  arrangements  of  the  children  who  were  receiving 
service  on  December  31,  1 946,  for  the  United  States  and  12  southern  states.

THE  STAFF  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  DURING  1946 


During  1946  twelve  meetings  were  held  in  the  State  office  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
orientation  for  new  workers  and  staff  development  for  experienced  workers.  Of  the  12  meetings 
6 were  orientation  courses  for  a total  of  55  new  staff  members.  Five  of  the  meetings  were  re- 
fresher courses,  4 of  which  were  given  in  Raleigh  for  superintendents  of  public  welfare  with 
experience  and  1 which  was  a refresher  course  for  experienced  case  workers.  Seventy-seven  su- 
perintendents and  92  ease  workers  attended  these  meetings . A workshop  for  case  supervisors 
and  supervisors  of  students  was  conducted  with  a total  attendance  of  26. 

In  addition  to  these  meetings  new  superintendents  of  public  welfare  were  Invited  to  the 
State  office  for  individual  conferences  with  members  of  the  State  staff.  Eight  new  superin- 
tendents took  advantage  of  this  opportunity  during  1946.  Several  meetings  for  superintendents 
of  public  welfare  and  their  staffs  were  held  in  field  representatives  1 territories  for  the 
purpose  of  staff  development . 

The  Annual  Public  Welfare  Institute  was  held  with  an  attendance  of  approximately  400. 

The  Staff  Development  Service  cooperated  with  the  Consultant  on  Negro  Work  in  planning  for  the 
Annual  Public  Welfare  Institute  for  Negro  Social  Workers. 

For  the  purpose  of  in-service  training  the  Staff  Development  Service  published  a booklet 
on  Recording  in  Public  Welfare,  compiled  book  lists , and  reviewed  books  and  pamphlets  for  the 
agency’s  quarterly  publication.  Public  Welfare  News.  This  Service  together  with  a committee  of 
superintendents  conducted  an  essay  contest  among  the  county  departments  of  public  welfare  for 
the  best  example  of  case  recording. 

Conferences  for  5 foreign  visitors  were  scheduled  with  members  of  the  State  staff.  These 
visitors  were  from  China,  Puerto  Rico,  and  Czechoslovakia. 

A time  study  was  Initiated  during  1946  in  an  effort  to  obtain  information  on  the  amount 
of  time  required  of  the  case  workers  for  various  types  of  cases.  Eighteen  counties  cooperated 
in  making  the  study. 

During  1946  the  Staff  Development  Service  has  worked  closely  with  other  agencies.  The 
Supervisor  of  this  Service  is  chairman  of  the  Planning  Committee  of  the  State  Nutrition 
Committee  and  of  the  Committee  on  Professional  Training  of  the  North  Carolina  Chapter  of 


the  American  Association  of  Social  Workers.

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PUBLIC  WELFARE  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  - SEPTEMBER  1947 


£aai£-MSiS£Slg£s  Following  a trend  begun  In  August  1947,  the  aid  to  dependent  children 
average  payment  decreased  in  the  current  month  over  the  previous  month.  Prior  to  August 
1947  and  beginning  with  July  1946  the  average  payment  has  consistently  increased  in  the 
current  month  over  the  previous  month.  The  average  aid  to  dependent  children  payment  which 
was  $35°39  August  1947  fell  to  $34.85  in  September  1947  because  of  inadequate  funds.  The 
number  of  aid  to  dependent  children  cases  remained  relatively  the  same. 

The  old-age  assistance  ease  load  and  obligations  incurred  increased  about  1.5  per  cent 
in  September  over  August 0 The  average  payment  increased  from  $18.09  in  August  to  $18. 14  in 
September.  Case  loads  and  obligations  incurred  also  increased  under  the  general  assistance 
program o The  average  payment  ©i  $13.19  in  August  rose  to  $13.81  in  September.  Although 
average  payments  increased  for  ©Id-ag®  assistance  and  general  assistance.  42  counties  re~ 
duced  their  average  eld-ag®  assistance  payments  and  45  counties  reduced  their  average  gen- 
eral assistance  payment  to  meet  the  problem  of  rising  case  loads. 

In  August  1947  North  Carolina  ranked  4jrd  among  states  in  average  old-age  assistance 
payment^,  4lst  in  average  aid  t©  dependent  children  payments , and  45 th  in  average  general 
assistance  payments. 

Service g There  was  an  increase  of  3.7  per  cent  in  the  number  of  services  rendered  to  the 
community  by  county  departments  of  public  welfare  in  September  1947  as  compared  with 
August.  A total  of  31.419  services  were  rendered  which  were  largely  services  to  individual 
children,  medical  and  health  care  services,,  and  other  general  services.  Child  labor  certif- 
icates issued  in  September  numbered  2.592c  The  schools  referred  795  children  in  September 
for  investigation  for  non-attendance  in  school  and  the  county  departments  of  public  welfare 
completed  investigations  on  660  children  for  non-attendance  in  August. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services  8 At  the  end  of  September  1947  a total  of 
18.275  persons  were  in  state  mental  hospitals,  state  sanatoria,  training  schools,  prison 
camps,  and  confederate  women's  home.  There  were  also  918  persons  in  97  county  Jails  re- 
porting, .1,995  persons  In  the  62  county  homes  of  North  Carolina,  252  persons  in  22  work- 


houses, county  prison  farms,  etc..,  and  7 children  in  detention  quarters . 


PERSONNEL  m PUBLIC  WELFARE  AGENCIES  0 JULY  -DECEMBER  1946  1/ 


That  approximately  44,,. 500  persons  were  employed  in  state  and  local  public  assistance  agencies  in 
December  1946  was  one  of  many  interesting  facts  brought  to  light  in  a periodic  semiannual  study . 2/ 

This  number  of  employees  is  larger  than  that  at  any  time  in  the  last  4 years  ended  in  December. 

The  number  of  employees  coming  into  the  agencies  daring  the  period  July-Becember  1946  was  12 
cent  greater  than  the  number  of  employees  leaving  the  agencies.  More  provisional , temporary , and  emer- 
gency appointees  were  used  during  this  period  than  in  previous  periods.  The  number  of  provisional,  tem- 
porary, and  emergency  appointees  employed  from  July -December1  1946  was  40  per  cent  larger  than  the  num- 
ber of  this  type  ©f  worker  used  few©  years  earlier. 

Despite  an  increase  in  the  number  ©f  employees  ©n  the  job,  the  estimated  number  of  vacancies 
for  the  country  as  ®.  whole  rose  t©  4,000  - the  largest  number  ever  reported.  This  was  largely  due  to 
the  addition  of  new  positions  .in  the  agencies.  For  instance,  one  state  increased  the  number  of  social 
work  positions  with  case  loads  by  66  positions.  In  December  for  the  country  as  a whole  there  were  8.3 
vacancies  for  every  100  positions. 

The  staff  increases  which  occurred  in  three -fourths  of  the  individual  agencies  reflect  primarily 
the  need  for  more  staff"  in  handling  the  larger  volume  of  work  in  local  public  assistance  agencies.  In 
the  period  luly-Deeatfber  1946  the  largest  increases  in  staff  appeared  In  the  class  of  workers  directly 
responsible  for  handling  applications  and  eases  in  local  offices. 

North  Carolina  had  715  employees  in  December  1946,  69  in  the  State  office  and  646  in  county  de- 
partment® of  public  welfare.  In,  June  1946  there  were  only  690  employees.  A little  over  one -half  the 
employees  in  December  1946  were  executives  and  social  workers  2 the  remainder  were  other  employees  such 
as  specialists  and  technicians , clerical  workers,  etc. 

The  vacancy  rate  la  December  1946  in  North  Oarolina'was  7,0  per  100  positions  as  compared  to  the 
national  average  ©f  8.3.  The  vacancy  rate  was  larger  for  executive  and  social  work  positions  than  for 
other  position®  in  North  Carolina  and  in  the  United  States  as  a whole.  In  North  Carolina,  for  instance, 
the  vacancy  rat®  was  11.1  for  executive  and  social  work  positions  as  compared  to  1.5  for  other  posi- 
tions . (See  chart  ©n  cover  page  comparing  vacancy  rates  in  December  and  June  1946  in  the  United  States 
and  12  southern  states  <J 

From  July -December  1946  North  Carolina  had  189  accessions  and  1S5  separations.  The  majority  of 
staff  turnover  was  in  executive  and  soelal  work  positions  rather  than  in  other  positions.  For  instance, 
of  the  accessions,  56.1  per  cent  were  executives  and  social  workers  and  43.9  per  cent  were  other  work- 
ers. Of  the  separations,  35.2  per  cent  were  executive®  and  social  workers  and  44.8  per  cent  were  other 
employees.  Ik  type  ©f  workers  coming  to  and  separating  from  the  agencies  North  Carolina  varies  from 
the  United  States  as  a whole  because  for  the  United  States  there  was  a slight  majority  of  other  workers 
rather  than  executives  and  social  workers  in  both  accessions  and  separations.

PubMc^jAssj^t^ice  5 Case  loads  and  assistance  payments  Increased  under  all  programs  in  October  over 
September o The  case  loads,  however,,  increased  In  greater  proportion  than  the  money  available  so 
that  the  State  average  payment  decreased  slightly  under  both  the  old-age  assistance  and  the  aid  to 
dependent  children  programs „ The  average  general  assistance  payment  remained  the  same  . 

During  October  an  average  payment  of  $18.10  was  made  to  41,213  needy  aged,  an  average  payment 
of  $34.73  was  made  to  aid  to  dependent  children  families,  and  an  average  of  $13.81  was  made  to 

general  assistance  recipients . 


Services  During  October  31 » 950  services  were  rendered  to  persons  by  county  departments  of  public 
welfare.  These  services  were  largely  services  to  Individual  children,  medical  and  health  care 
services , and  other  general  services.  A total  of  2,541  child  labor  certificates  were  Issued. 
School  authorities  referred  657  school  attendance  cases  to  the  county  departments  of  public  wel- 
fare for  investigation.  There  were  879  persons  certified  by  the  local  departments  as  medically 
Indigent  under  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Care  Commissions  plan. 


Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services;  At  the  end  of  October  there  were  1,984  persons 
in  the  6i  county  homes  of  North  Carolina,  211  persons  in  21  workhouses  and  county  prison  farms,  967 
persons  in  95  jails  reporting,  and  15  children  in  detention  quarters. 


° During  the  quarter  July -September  1947 , 40  petitions  for  sterilization  operations 
were  received  by  the  Eugenics  Board.  Nine  of  these  came  from  superintendents  of  institutions  and 
were  authorized.  The  other  31  petitions  were  filed  by  18  county  superintendents  of  public  welfare 
who  requested  authorization  for  sterilization  operations  for  18  non “institutional  cases  and  13 
Institutional  cases.  Authorizations  were  granted  for  all  but  2 of  these  cases.  In  one  non-insti- 
tutional  case  the  Eugenics  Board  deferred  action  pending  receipt  of  additional  information  since 
it  was  felt  that  another  type  of  operation  would  be  more  satisfactory.  In  the  other  non-Institu- 
tional  case  it  was  felt  that  the  person  concerned  was  not  feebleminded  and  so  did  not  come  within 
the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Eugenics  Board*,  In  all,  38  operations  were  authorized  during  this  quarter. 

From  July -September  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Eugenics  Board  received  25  returns  from 
surgeons  Indicating  that  authorized  operations  had  been  performed.  Some  of  the  operations  had 
been  authorized  prior  to  this  quarter.  Other  operations,  in  addition  to  the  25,  may  have  been 
performed  during  the  quarter  but  have  not  yet  been  reported  to  the  Eugenics  Board. 

Although  there  appears  to  be  some  Increased  utilization  of  the  provisions  of  the  eugenics 
legislation,  it  is  not  being  used  in  all  cases  where  it  could  be  beneficial  to  the  individual 
and  o the  community.  Operations  were  authorized  or  performed  for  individuals  residing  In 
only  33  of  the  100  counties  during  January -March.  (See  table  18.)

(More  than  three-fourths  of  the  families  which  were  accepted  for  a>;d  to  dependent  children  from  January 
I'iugh  March  1.947  were  In  need  of  assistance  because  of  a change  in  their  economic  circumstances  during  the 
t 6 months „ There  were  13 „4  per  cent  of  the  families  which  became  eligible  due  to  an  increased  percentage 
total  need  met  by  the  county  welfare  departments  or  for  other  reasons..  Most  of  those  persons  whose  econom- 
circumstances  changed  became  in  need  because  of  the  loss  of  the  wage  earner  by  death  or  absence,  or  because 
illness,  disablement,,  lay-off,  or  discharge  of  the  parent  or  person  acting  in  parent  #s  place.  Other  r*a° 
s were  loss  or  decrease  of  contributions  from  relatives,  depletion  of  savings  or  other 'resources , disoon* 
jiuance  of  service  connected  income,  and  other  reasons.. 

From  January  through  March  1947  almost  three -fourths  of  the  persons  accepted  for  old-age  assistance 
ments  were  in  need  of  assistance  because  of  a change  in  their  economic  circumstances  during  the  last  6 
;ths.  The  other  fourth  were  persons  who  .had  been  in  need  but  had  recently  become  65  years  of  age,  or 
ause  of  an  increase  in  per  cent  of  need  which  counties  could  meet,  or  some  similar  reason,  could  begin 
eiving  an  old-age  assistance  payment „ Of  those  whose  economic  circumstances  changed,  a,  little  over 
-half  had  lost  employment  or  were  receiving  decreased  earnings  because  of  Illness „ disablement,  lay- 
, or  discharge.  Other  reasons  were  depletion  of  savings,  loss  or  decrease  of  contributions  from  rela- 
tes, increased  cost  of  living  without  comparable  increase  in  resources,  et©0

Public  Assistance : Despite  the  fact  that  county  departments  of  public  welfare  are  spending  more 
money  each  month  than  spent  in  the  previous  months  for  assistance  payments,  case  loads  have  in- 
creased at  such  a rate  that  the  average  payment  per  case  has  decreased.  For  example,  old-age 
assistance  obligations  incurred  have  increased  monthly  since  April  1946.  The  first  decrease 
in  the  average  old-age  assistance  payment  occurred  in  October  when  the  average  payment  dropped 
to  $18.10.  In  November  the  average  payment  dropped  to  $18.00. 

Aid  to  dependent  children  obligations  incurred  have  increased  monthly  since  September  1946. 
The  average  payment  under  this  program  first  dropped  in  August  1947  and  in  each  succeeding  month 
there  has  been  a small  but  constant  decrease.  The  average  payment  dropped  from  $34.73  in  October 
to  $34.68  in  November. 

The  general  assistance  case  load  and  obligations  incurred  increased  in  November  as  they 
customarily  do  In  the  winter.  The  average  payment  under  this  program  increased  from  $13.81 
in  October  to  $14.08  in  November. 

Services  During  the  month  of  November  approximately  31,000  services  were  rendered  to  individ- 
uals by  county  departments  of  public  welfare.  Over  one-third  of  these  services  were  to  chil- 
dren. County  departments  of  public  welfare  issued  2,722  child  labor  certificates,  completed 
investigations  on  558  school  attendance  cases,  and  certified  845  persons  as  medically  indigent 
under  the  Medical  Care  Commission's  plan. 

Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services:  At  the  end  of  November  there  were  almost 

19,000  persons  in  state  hospitals,  sanatoria,  training  schools,  and  state  highway  prison  camps. 

In  the  6l  county  homes  there  were  1,960  persons.

INTERESTING  PACTS  AND  FIGURES  1/ 

According  to  the  1940  census  the  population  of  the  United  States  was  131,669,275.  Of  this  number, 
2.71  per  cent  lived  in  North  Carolina.  By  July  1,  1947,  the  population  of  the  state  had  increased  to 
3,718,000. 

In  North  Carolina  32.4  per  cent  of  the  population  are  children  under  15  years  of  age.  This  per- 
centage is  high  in  comparison  to  the  United  States  per  cent  of  25. 0 and  higher  than  for  any  other 
ststes  except  Mississippi  (32.7  per  cent),  New  Mexico  (34.5  per  cent),  and  South  Carolina  (33.8  per 
cent) . There  are  fewer  persons  proportionately  who  are  65  years  of  age  and  older  in  North  Carolina 
(**•5  Per  cent  of  the  population)  than  in  the  United  States  as  a whole  and  in  any  states  except  New 
Mexico  (4.4  per  cent)  and  South  Carolina  (4.2  per  cent). 


Negroes  constitute  27.5  per  cent  of  North  Carolina's  population  and  9.8  per  cent  of  the  United 
States  population.  In  southern  states  the  percentage  of  Negroes  in  relation  to  total  state  popula- 
tion ranges  from  6.2  per  cent  in  West  Virginia  to  49.2  per  cent  in  Mississippi. 

The  average  number  of  persons  in  North  Carolina  families  in  1940  was  3.8  which  was  larger  than 
for  any  other  state. 

All  southern  states  except  Florida  and  Maryland  have  larger  rural  than  urban  populations.  In 
1940  North  Carolina's  population  was  72.7  per  cent  rural  and  27.3  per  cent  urban. 

In  North  Carolina  5.8  per  cent  of  all  persons  25  years  of  age  or  older  have  not  completed  any 
school  years.  The  national  average  is  3,7  per  cent.  Southern  states  range  from  3.7  per  cent  in  West 
Virginia  to  12.8  per  cent  in  Louisiana.  The  median  school  year  completed  in  North  Carolina  is  7.4 
as  compared  to  8.4  in  the  United  States,  Comparable  data  on  school  expenditure  per  child  5 to  17 
years  old  give  $41.77  for  North  Carolina  in  a range  of  expenditures  for  southern  states  from  $30.52 
to  $66.68.

Public  Assistance;  Old-age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children  case  loads  continued  to 
increase  in  December  as  they  have  been  doing  regularly  for  over  a year.  Obligations  incurred 
also  increased  for  these  programs  in  a proportion  large  enough  to  make  the  average  grant  in- 
crease very  slightly  despite  the  fact  that  more  people  were  aided.  For  instance,  the  average 
old-age  assistance  payment  increased  from  $18.00  in  November  to  $18.01  in  December  and  the 
average  aid  to  dependent  children  payment  increased  from  $34.68  in  November  to  $34.98  in 
December. 

The  general  assistance  case  load  and  obligations  incurred  Increased  in  December  but  the 
average  grant  decreased  from  $14.08  in  November  to  $13.89  in.  December. 

Service ; During  December  county  welfare  departments  rendered  30,811  services  to  individuals 
in  their  communities.  These  services  were  largely  services  to  Individual  children,  family 
adjustment  services,  medical  and  health  care,  adult  parole  supervision,  and  other  general 
services.  A total  of  2,435  child  labor  certificates  were  Issued  and  904  cases  were  certified 
as  medically  indigent  under  the  Medical  Care  Commission's  plan. 


Division  of  Institutional  and  Protective  Services;  Ninety -four  county  jails  reported  879 
persons  in  jail  at  the  end  of  December;  60  county  homes  reported  1,981  inmates;  18  workhouses , 
county  prison  farms,  etc,  reported  222  persons;  and  14  children  were  in  detention'  quarters. 
There  has  been  a substantial  Increase  In  the  population  of  state  institutions,  hospitals, 
training  schools,  and  highway  prison  camps  during  the  year.  In  December  1947  there  were 
18,464  persons  as  compared  with  16,95°  in  January  1947.

During  the  four  months,  Sept ember -December  1947,  a total  of  2,300  cases  were  referred  to  county  de- 
partments of  public  welfare  for  investigation.  The  welfare  departments  completed  2,l8l  investigations  dur- 
ing this  time  by  making  home  visits  and  giving  other  services. 

Although  the  2,800  children  referred  to  welfare  departments  for  not  attending  school  during  the  four* 
months  period  seems  large,  the  actual  number  not  attending  school  is  much  larger,  because  the  2,800  refer-] 
rals  represent  "screened"  cases.  That  is,  school  authorities  refer  cases  if  the  children  have  no  legiti-  1 
mate  excuse  for  non-attendance  and  after  they  have  been  absent  from  school  fox1  a cei'tain  number  of  days 
without  an  acceptable  excuse. 

Although  there  is  county  to  county  variation  in  number  of  cases  referred,  seme  counties  seem  to  be 
outstanding  in  terms  of  number  of  referrals  and  in  the  general  emphasis  placed  upon  school  attendance. 

For  instance,  during  the  four-months1  period,  the  public  welfare  department  of  Randolph  county  investigated 
>80  cases  which  were  referred  from  September -December . Also  handling  a large  number  of  referrals  were  the 
public  welfare  departments  in  Iiaywcod,  Montgomery , Moore,  Rowan,  Rutherford,  Wilkes,  and  many  other  coun- 


Often the  number  of  referrals  in  counties  having  special  attendance  officers  is  large.  Of  the  7 

counties  just  referred  to  as  having  an  outstandingly  large  number  of  referrals,  3 have  school  attendance 

officers.  This,  it  is  believed,  is  due  to  a general  interest  and  emphasis  upon  the  school  attendance 

program.  It  would  appear  that  in  the  ~j0  counties  with  no  cases  referred,  only  17  of  which  have  attendance 

officers,  special  attention  should  bo  given  to  the  matter  of  school  attendance.  (See  table  19.)

AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN  PAYMENTS  - OCTOBER  1947 
DISTRIBUTION  ACCORDING  TO  NUMBER  OF  CHILDREN  IN  FAMILY 
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A special  tabulation  of  aid  to  dependent  children  payments  in  October  1947  shows  that  almost  one- 
third  of  these  families  receive  the  maximum  payment  they  can  be  awarded.®  This  is  true  despite  the  fact 
that  in  October  1946  the  maximum  payments  were  raised  from  $18  to  $24  for  the  first  child  in  the  family 
and  from  $12  to  $15  for  each  additional  child. 

Maximum  payments  are  more  often  received  by  families  with  few  children.  For  instance,  6l.l  per 
cent  of  families  with  one  child  receive  the  maximum  payment;  3.1  per  cent  of  families  with  7 children 
receive  the  maximum  payment.  The  range  in  aid  to  dependent  children  payments  is  from  $5  to  $144.
